Winter has departed, the daffodils 
are in bloom and the Red Sox are on their way to a World 
Series victory. Hope springs eternal. 

It’s true that baseball is not as popular as it once 
was, surpassed by football, basketball, soccer and, of 
course, pickleball. Even so, despite the cold, some 37,300 
people played hooky from school and work to attend 
Opening Day. 

My first visit to Fenway Park was with my Little 
League team. The three-hour bus trip - there were no 
highways back in prehistoric times - was an adventure 
itself for a little kid who had never been more than seven 
miles from home. 

Seeing the city and arriving at the old ballpark 
was amazing. Exiting the dark bowels of the stadium, 
walking up the ramp into the bright sunlight to a real 
field of dreams, was like seeing the Emerald City of Oz, a 
fantasy awash in green. What 11-year-old didn’t dream of 
hitting the winning homerun over the Green Monster. The 
place was spectacular. 

I didn’t attend another game until after college.

After college and employed, I got married and 
brought my bride to a game on our honeymoon. We sat 
in the bleachers - tickets cost a dollar each - and became 
nauseated at the smell of marijuana.

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answers on that soon.” 

As town clerk, Heuberger is well aware of the 
need for specific instructions as to her involvement for 
the town’s and her own protection against any potential 
accusations, but she is also confident in her office staff and 
team of experienced election volunteers. 

Nada Parker, the former longtime town clerk 
in Rochester, served on the Board of Selectmen there, 
Heuberger pointed out. “There is no ethics problem with 
it,” she said. “Everyone has day jobs. The difference with 
me is my day job is actually here in Town Hall.” 

If elected, Heuberger compared her hypotheticals 
to Select Board member Jordan Collyer, who is a 
Mattapoisett Fire Department captain. Just as Collyer 
recuses himself from voting on matters pertaining to the 
Fire Department, so Heuberger sees herself recusing from 
the budget in the Town Clerk’s department, for instance. 
“That’s more a conversation for down the road,” she said. 

Debra O’Malley, the director of Communications 
for the Office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
replied to an email from The Wanderer, stating “that state 
election laws do not prohibit the town clerk from holding 
another town office, nor do the laws prohibit a person 
from running on the same town election ballot for more 
than one office,” wrote O'Malley. 

“While the Elections Division doesn’t track how 
many clerks have held other positions simultaneously, it 
is not unheard of for a town clerk to be a member of the 
board of selectmen. I am aware of at least one other clerk 
- Nancy Talbot in Ware - who has been a member of the 
board of selectman while serving as town clerk.”

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meant that yards I peddled by would soon be filled with 
flowers. My world both imagined and real would be 
joyfully colored with blooms, if only for a few weeks. 

The cottages’ tiny, landscaped lots were abandoned 
in the offseason.

Soon the harvesting would begin. 

Of course, I had always been told to stay off other 
people’s property. Of course, I knew it was wrong to take 
that which was not mine. But so strong was the urge to 
steal, the urge to bring armloads of flowers home to my 
mother, I succumbed. I needed the reward of her poorly 
concealed smiles. 

The adrenaline rush of stealing is very real for the 
natural-born thief. First, you have to case the area where 
the crime will take place, then you have to make sure you 
have the ability to grab what you want and carry it off to 
your lair, then you have to hide your ill-gotten gains so 
no one finds out. Well, that last part didn’t apply to my 
thievery. I wanted these treasures on full display in my 
mother’s kitchen. 

My methods were crude: Grab a handful as much 
as a six-year-old’s hand could hold and pull with all my 
might. The stems and roots put up a good fight. 

Mission accomplished, I’d hasten home through 
backyards so as not to be spied by an infrequent car passing 
by. Bounding up the back kitchen steps breathless and 
exuberant, I’d call to my mother. Upon seeing me standing 
there with a mitt full of daffodils, she’d try to hide her 
smile.

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New Bedford-based Mead, Talerman & Costa LLC put 
out to attendees of Monday night's special Rochester 
Select Board meeting was that the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts’ Division of Open Government is looking 
for educated compliance with the Open Meeting Law, 
not to set a trap to snare an unsuspecting community 
volunteer. 

After all, said Talerman referencing a typical 
perusal of his inbox, any given day he is bound to trip 
over a half-dozen Open Meeting Law violations. 

“Email is the biggest trap out there for 
violations,” said Talerman, whose one-hour PowerPoint 
presentation at the Senior Center brought out several 
chairpersons of municipal, adjudicatory boards and 
dozens of board, commission and committee members. 

The hour spent on Monday night was the prelude 
to Lisa Sullivan’s appearance on behalf of the state agency 
Green Communities. 

The Select Board thought it timely to get 
better acquainted with Mead, Talerman & Costa LLC, 
Rochester’s new town counsel and, at the same time, 
refresh and otherwise educate less-experienced elected 
officials. As Select Board Chairman Woody Hartley 
explained to The Wanderer, Open Meeting Law is only 
the first topic of discussion. More topics relevant to public 
service will be addressed in future meetings. 

Learning how to avoid unintentional violations of 
the state’s Open Meeting Law (M.G.L. c. 30A, Sections 18- 
25) was mutually considered an appropriate place to start, 
and Talerman stressed that the law doesn’t exist for the 
officials or even the applicants who file with the Planning 
Board or Conservation Commission, for instance, but the 
public. 

The law is meant to ensure townspeople have an 
opportunity to know what’s going on and to comment 
on it, be it deliberations (any considerations between 
members of a public board, committee or commission 
that go beyond general correspondence or fact finding) or 
actions (votes.) 

Upon Talerman’s examples of email mistakes that 
constitute Open Meeting Law violations, Planning Board 
member Ben Bailey suggested using the “bcc” rather than 
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“cc” address function to keep members from being able to 
view other recipients and then reply-all. 

“Great tip,” said Talerman, who did not stop 
there. He pointed out more possible email-related 
infractions of the Open Meeting Law as food for thought. 
For instance, a singular reply to a chairperson’s email 
about committee business, followed by the forwarding 
of the chairperson’s email to another member with a 
comment, establishes a chain. 

“Now three people are in the discussion,” he 
explained. “Serial communications through email are 
a real trap. We’re probably going to all violate at some 
point.” 

Social media brings its own potential problems. 
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Talerman advised elected officials against getting 
caught up in Facebook discussions, even if a board 
member read misinformation and stopping short of 
offering an opinion sought out to set the record straight. 
Hypothetically, should another board member chime in 10 
comments later, then a third, they may not even see that 
other members posted and be in violation. 

“No good deed goes unpunished,” said Talerman. 

When it comes time to report an Open Meeting 
Law violation, the Attorney General frowns upon 
ignorance as an excuse. Learning the law, explained 
Talerman, is an essential part of becoming an elected 
municipal official. 

Prior to state supervision, the Open Meeting Law 
was governed by each county’s District Attorney Office. A 
lack of consistency in the application of the law led to the 
state taking over. Now even state agencies are governed 
by the Open Meeting Law. 

While the state takes into consideration the many 
volunteers who do not deserve to be discouraged in their 
effort to serve their communities, proper reporting of 
Open Meeting Law violations remains mandatory. 

Actual sanctions, reinforced Talerman, target 
those who show no interest in compliance or repeat the 
same violations over and over again. 

Talerman went on to discuss definitions of terms 
such as quorum and examples of what constitutes a 
deliberation during a site visit. 

He offered the “cautionary tale” of a five-person 
board, in which two members meet privately to plot 
strategy. Such a meeting, according to the Attorney 
General, does not require public posting. But, if that two- 
person group meets repeatedly, the Attorney General 
could determine it is actually a subcommittee (requiring 
public posting.) 

Monday night's training was posted as a public 
meeting, but that was not required according to Talerman, 
providing members of the same board did not huddle and 
discuss board business. 

Without posting, the Zoning Board of Appeals 
can attend the Planning Board meeting to listen to the 
Planning Board discuss a zoning bylaw, but if ZBA 
quorum present and its meeting is not posted, the ZBA 
may not discuss what could come before its members for 
that would constitute deliberation. 

Town Meeting, said Talerman, does not require 
public advertising, but an informational, pre-meeting 
does. 

In cautioning against jumping off place-holder 
agenda items (old business, for instance) into a discussion. 
Talerman reminded the attendees that the agenda exists 
for the sake of the public, not themselves, and that 
the proper action is to identify the subject worthy of 
discussion and agree to place it on the agenda for that 
board’s next meeting. 

Attendees learned about how to deal with 
emergencies, amended agendas and the like.

“It’s a chair’s world,” said Talerman, emphasizing 
that agendas fall under the control of the chairperson, Over 30 Years in Business 
who should strive to ensure public access to any 
discussions. 

Where it concerns the public, Talerman said the 

right to record a meeting does not give the media, for 
instance, the license to disrupt proceedings. He gave two 
examples, one of a camera standing on a tripod at close 
proximity, shining its bright light directly on the speaker. 
In the other case, a stenographer, who understandably 
wanted a complete record of a meeting, interrupted to 
request participant talk slower and not talk over one 
another. 

There is also an important distinction between the 
public’s right to comment during a public hearing and at 
a public meeting, the latter requiring permission from the 
chairperson. 

“When you give the public the right to speak, 
you're really going to have to allow some counterpoint,” 
said Talerman. The key is making sure that public 
comment sticks to the agenda item. 

Open Forum, he said, opens the door “wide 
open” under the U.S. Constitution. Comment cannot be 
hateful or disruptive, “but they can be downright rude, 
and you can’t stop them,” said Talerman, who advises 
against granting people the right to take potshots at board 
members. “Put some guardrails up. ... There is somewhat 
of an erosion over the last decade in public forum in terms 
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of civility.” 

School committees in the Tri-Town, for example, 
confine Public Comment to 15 total minutes, each speaker 
being given three minutes. 

Confining himself to approximately 55 minutes, 
Talerman only briefly touched on ethics, recommending 
board members concerned about a possible conflict of 
interest to seek guidance before attending the meeting. 

“Generally speaking, we are available before the 
Open Meeting Law mistake,” said Talerman, encouraging 
board members and chairpersons to reach out to Town 
Administrator Glenn Cannon. “Town Counsel will answer 
on the spot. Most problems can be easily avoided.” 

In a short meeting that preceded the 6:00 pm 
agenda, the Rochester Select Board voted and signed 
a contract with Special Town Counsel (Miyares and 
Harrington, LLP) to represent the town in matters 
associated with 19 County Road. This was done upon 
advice that regular Town Counsel has a potential conflict 
of interest with the property. 

The next regular meeting of the Rochester Select 
Board is anticipated on Monday, April 17, at 6:00 pm.

owners of 1 Goodspeed Island who seek hard armoring of 
the site’s crumbling coastline. 

Davignon explained that winter storms have 
destroyed a less environmentally intrusive method of 
protecting the shoreline, one that employed organic 
materials and root systems of grasses to hold the bank 
in place. On Monday night, the homeowners sought a 
more permanent solution. Davignon said they are seeking 
guidance on the possibility of using a rip-rap wall of 
stone to create a seawall. The commissioners weren’t 
sure the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection would grant permission for a seawall, given 
that coastal erosion might just be the price paid for 
property along the coastline. 
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The National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration notes on their website, “Coastal erosion 
— the loss of shoreline sediment — is a complex process 
that continuously reshapes the shoreline and can threaten 
coastal property. Coastal managers and property owners 
often attempt to stabilize coastal land and protect 
residential and commercial infrastructure along the coast 
by building shoreline-armoring structures to hold back 
the sea and prevent the loss of sediment. Examples of 
such structures are seawalls, breakwaters and rip-rap 
embankments. 

Shoreline armoring has both beneficial and 
detrimental effects. Armored shorelines can prevent sandy 


beaches, wetlands and other intertidal areas from moving 
inland as the land erodes or sea levels rise, but they 

also have the potential to eliminate habitat for marine 
organisms and beach front for the public by restricting 
the natural movement of sediments. The key to shoreline 
stabilization, if it is required, is to use a site-specific 
stabilization method that balances the needs of the public 
and the needs of the natural system. 

Consulting environmental agent Brandon Faneuf 
suggested he have a discussion on the conceptual seawall, 
hard armoring proposal with the DEP and return with 
comments at a later date. 

Nathan Collins of Next Grid solar came before 
the commission to discuss site conditions at the Bowman 
Road array that Faneuf had recently called “the worst” 
solar array he had ever seen. 

Next Grid is seeking a Certificate of Compliance 
on a parcel adjacent to the developed solar array for the 
purposes of residential development. Collins told the 
commissioners that a checklist of issues received months 
ago had been addressed. The commissioners plan a site 
visit before taking further action or entertaining the 
requested Certificate of Compliance. 

A Notice of Intent filed by Quinn Henshaw for the 
removal of trees for future property development located 
off Prospect Road at Chesapeake Run was conditioned. 

A Request for Determination of Applicability, 2 Dupont 
Drive, for a new septic system for an existing three- 
bedroom home received a negative decision. A three-year 
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extension to an Order of Conditions was granted to James 
and Sharlene Craig for property located on Aucoot Road. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, April 
24, at 6:30 pm. 


Zoning Bylaws on Chopping Block 
Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board on Tuesday night 
approved putting two articles deleting zoning bylaws on 
the May 22 Annual Town Meeting Warrant. 

One will eliminate the temporary moratorium on 
permitting marijuana retail-sales operations, which is no 
longer needed because state regulations on such licensing 
have now been finalized and the town has already 
approved its first such business. 

The other article will delete the Orderly 
Development bylaw. Town Planner Nancy Durfee 
explained later that this bylaw was created to control 
the rate of new homes being built in large housing 
developments such as Connet Woods. Now that Connet is 
near completion and no similar large housing projects are 
being proposed right now, the town wants to wait and see 
if it will ever need the measure again, she said. 

The Planning Board also endorsed for placement 
on the Town Meeting Warrant a third zoning bylaw- 
amendment article that will correct a typographical error 
in the site-plan review section of the bylaw. 

The brief meeting’s other highlight came when 
Durfee received the board’s endorsement of a letter 
seeking the Select Board’s support of a plan to study 
Snipatuit Pond. 

Durfee explained that, with $20,000 of American 
Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) funds received through 
SRPEDD (Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District), a flow gauge will be installed 
and two sink wells placed to determine the pond’s 
groundwater flow and levels. 

The total cost of this assessment, she said, will be 
$30,000. She expects the remaining $10,000 to come from 
Covanta’s (the former SEMASS) community donation

funds. 

“We want to make sure the groundwater flow is 
there for future use,” Durfee explained. “A 1980s report 
on the pond is just crushing. Levels are changing. There’s 
no data to know what to do with this issue.” 

The letter elaborates that the study will help the 
town better understand the groundwater and surface- 
flow dynamics between Snipatuit and Great Quitticas, 
“and what that means to watershed boundaries and 
groundwater supply. ... The Planning Board supports this 
project and is confident the project will yield valuable 
results,” said Durfee. 

In other action, the board appointed Durfee as its 
representative to SRPEDD. 
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The Rochester Planning Board’s next regular meeting will 


be held on Tuesday, April 25, at 7:00 pm at Town Hall, 1 
Constitution Way. 


MRV Looking Beyond SRF Funding 
MRV Water District Commission/Water Supply Protection 
Advisory Committee

The Mattapoisett River Valley Water District is 
trying to work a borrowing scheme after being denied a 
State Revolving Fund loan for its long-planned upgrade 
to the filtration system of the water-treatment facility 
located in Mattapoisett. 

According to Mass.gov, the State Revolving Fund 
(SRF) loan program offers affordable financing options to 
cities, towns and public water utilities to improve water 
supply infrastructure and drinking water safety. 

Without this option, a subcommittee of the MRV, 
including Chairman and Fairhaven representative Vinnie 
Furtado and representatives from each of the Tri-Towns 
(member towns) have been meeting with Unibank for 
Savings. 

By way of what was described during Tuesday’s 
regularly scheduled MRV meeting as an Intermunicipal 
Agreement (IMA) that would be drafted by the MRV’s 
legal counsel Blair Bailey, the private-lending plan would 
see Fairhaven borrow all $7,200,000 and recoup all but its 
own $4,300,000 share.

As Furtado explained, even thought the MRV 
borrowed and paid back SRF funding, only the Town of 
Fairhaven has audited statements on the MRV’s behalf. 

“If we're going to go down the path of private 
borrowing, that may be what we’re going to have to do,” 
said Furtado, fully cognizant that Town Meeting is too 
close to accomplish in time for May. 

Over the past two days, Jon Gregory of Tata & 
Howard engineers has been in communication with the 
state Department of Environmental Protection, which 
he told the members carries $5,000,000 for communities 
in emergency situations. Earlier Tuesday, a state official 
contacted Gregory directly to discuss the MRV’s plight. 

“We are going to go ahead and send (DEP) any 
information that can help them understand the district 
better,” he said. “This is very much a fluid situation, we 
just heard about it an hour ago.” 

Facilities Manager Henri Renauld asked, “If we 
go after the SRF for $5,000,000 ... can we apply for the 
$2,200,000?” 

Bailey clarified the process, noting that select 
boards approve IMA’s, so only Fairhaven needs a Town 
Meeting vote. “There were Town Meeting votes in Marion 
and Mattapoisett to approve the borrowing. ... They’re 
aware of what the costs are.” 

In other business, Renauld reported that total 
invoices paid by the commission in March totaled 
$66,081.94.

Mattapoisett Prepares for Town Meeting 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee

With just a few weeks to go until the May 8 
Annual Town Meeting takes place in Mattapoisett, the 
Finance Committee and financial offices in Town Hall 
continued their review of the FY24 budget on April 6. 

Giving a summary report to the committee was 
Town Administrator Mike Lorenco. At the top of the 
summary list was the town budget coming in at 3.1% over 
last year or $967,674 for a total of $31,686,847. 

Lorenco commented that this figure is “the lowest 
levy increase in total dollars since 2015.” He stated that 
the figure includes savings for such expenses as $160,000 
for the School Stabilization Account and $175,000 for 
the town’s OPEB liability. Another cost-savings strategy 
is lowering the reliance on available funds by using 
the Ambulance Revolving Fund and the Capital Debt 
Stabilization Fund both by $50,000. 
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Under the title of Investments in the Budget, 
Lorenco called out increases in both the Fire and Police 
Department budgets. 

Coming in at 9.6% over FY23 or $80,053, the 
explanation for the increase included the need for a 
third staff member during morning shifts for public- 
safety reasons. Equipment and clothing costs were also 
mentioned. 

The Police / Paramedic budget rose 3.71% or 
$94,000. The increase represents union contract increases 
and leaving room for leadership promotions under the 
chief. The Paramedic budget also climbed by $44,000 or 
9.75%. 

At least one new staff position impacting the 
General Government sector by $8,220 will be in the 
Assessing Department, while the still vacant Planner / 
Conservation Agent at $44,700 will remain in the budget 
as the Select Board continues to try and fill that slot. 

New to the Town Hall is a Human Resources 
director. The town has had a benefits coordinator in the 
past but never a Human Resources professional. Lorenco 
said the position’s salary is pegged at $70,000. 

The Council on Aging is looking to add one, part- 
time staffer to assist with community outreach and other 
programs for $20,930. 

Healthcare costs are up $97,280 or 4%, which 
includes a small buffer for unanticipated increases in 
FY24. 

The retirement contribution calculated by the 
Plymouth County Retirement Board is up 10.50% or 
$169,516. The figure is based on actuarial studies with full 
funding mandated by 2029. 

Some of the Capital Requests planned for the 
voters’ consideration are $170,000 new backhoe / loader, 
$250,000 roadway repairs and improvements and one 
police cruiser $50,000. Not to be forgotten is $1,437,000 in 
Debt Exclusions for the Oakland and Pearl Street roadway 
improvements. 

School budgets stand at local schools $7,845,807, 
Old Rochester Regional $6,353,695 (down $34,191) and 
Old Colony Regional Vocational-Technical High School 
$852,328 (down $23,391.) 

On Thursday, April 20, the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee will meet with the Select Board in a public 
meeting to review the budget in its entirety one more 
time. 


Recreation Department in Need of Space 
Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission

Recreation Director Scott Tavares met with the 
Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission on April 6 
to discuss emerging needs, especially where it concerns 
places to play lacrosse and soccer. 

MOSAC Chairman John Rockwell asked Tavares 
to inform the commissioners on the department’s 
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programming. Indications at the time were that the 
Recreation Department did not need any more space. 

Primarily in the fall and spring, Marion runs its 
soccer program. In the fall season, there were 145 children 
playing on Saturday mornings at Dexter Lane fields in 
Rochester. 

“The Rochester Parks Commission has been 
gracious in allowing us to use those fields, but we’re also 
competing against other outside programs to use the 
same field space,” said Tavares. “In terms of, like when 
we look at trying to grow our programs, last year we had 
four teams that went on from the fall and competing in 
the more-competitive league in the spring, and it’s really a 
battle for any type of green, field space.” 

The Marion Recreation Department has access 
to Washburn Park, primarily a baseball facility with two 
fields and a small softball field in the back. 

“You can fit a soccer field or a lacrosse field in 
there, but it’s diagonal. Usually between the two infields 
and if you do that, you can’t have any baseball going on 
at the same time,” said Tavares, who said Marion has been 
working with the Old Rochester Youth Lacrosse League, 
including “entry-level” discussions on the lacrosse league 
being managed or assisted by Marion Recreation. 

“One of the reasons we don’t do that is because 
we don’t really have the field space to offer them,” said 
Tavares. “There’s limited amount of green field space for 
kiddos in Marion. We really utilize Dexter Field for the 
majority of our field stuff, primarily lacrosse and soccer.” 

The field area at Silvershell Beach, said Tavares, 
has been used for some youth-lacrosse programs but 
is not of adequate size for what those programs need. 
That is similarly true of spaces under consideration at 
Washburn. 

Competition for field space, says Tavares, comes 
from private organizations as well as travel teams. He 
alluded to a situation in which Marion’s age 9-10 girls’ 
competitive soccer team was using a field that was 
bordering a softball field. When softballs were bouncing 
and rolling into the adjacent soccer field, it became a 
safety issue. 

“There’s a desire, I think, to expand our 
programs and our offerings, but I think one of our 
significant, limiting factors is our field space, and then 
obviously there’s other limiting factors in terms of 
people volunteering to coach and things of that nature,” 
explained Tavares. 

Marion, he said, has no other dedicated 
sports space besides Washburn Park, which is built to 
accommodate baseball. 

Rockwell said a recent, two-field proposal was 
figured to cost approximately $1,000,000. He said the flat 
property along Route 105 in Rochester recently dedicated 
to farm use would have been a perfect site, also because 
of its water-holding capacity. He suggested searching for 
similarly flat land that would mitigate construction costs. 
Such a location would have to be “wetlands-free,” said 
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Rockwell, who told Tavares that MOSAC would keep the 
recreation department in mind. 

One such project, said Rockwell, was pitched 
by the Select Board but with the caveat that MOSAC 
would make the purchase. The town, said Rockwell, had 
earmarked Community Preservation Act funds for other 
projects. “That and the fact there was no real plan to bring 
it from ‘We buy this piece of land, and how do we get it to 
the end result?” 

Tavares acknowledged that any such procurement 
would be a lengthy, expensive project. 

“Realizing that there’s a lot of kids in the Tri- 
Town that play soccer and lacrosse ... I think a lot of kids 
go down to Mariner Soccer down in Fairhaven. They 
have a much larger complex ... what I hear is that the 
youth soccer league used to be a lot larger out at Dexter 
Lane,” said Tavares. “More organizations have started to 
ask about and have started to use Dexter Lane, and our 
numbers continue to get smaller and smaller. 

“Some of that could be tied to field space, and 
some of it could be tied to maybe different programming 
that Mariner has offered. But there’s always folks 
that reach out and ask if we can add to the soccer 
programming. Even lacrosse programming, I would love 
to take that over, but ... looking at recreational space for 
kids, there’s not a ton to offer.” 

Rockwell asked if, from a theoretical standpoint, 
multiple towns could be involved in creating recreation 
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space. Tavares considers it a good idea and noted 
ongoing involvement with the Mattapoisett Recreation 
Department on particular programs. Rockwell said he’d 
put feelers out for the whole Tri-Town area. 

“It’s a tough find,” they agreed. 

Off topic, Tavares asked on behalf of adult 
programming if MOSAC would be aware of appropriate 
space for disc golf. Rockwell alluded to Washburn Park, 
and the two agreed to explore the park in May. 

“One of the things we’ve been working on 
recently is ... looking at our criteria for purchasing land 
... we redo it every once in a while, and that’s one of the 
things we’re doing right now,” said MOSAC member 
Amanda Chace, noting the struggle in past interests 
simply because “we didn’t know what the need was.” 

Lacrosse in the Tri-Town, said Tavares, has 
grown over the last two or three years. Grades 1-8 are 
now fielding two competitive teams of 20 players each. 
“We have waitlists as well,” he said, explaining a lack of 
coaches and field space are the two major limiting factors. 

Tavares said he has approached Tabor Academy, 
which has worked with Marion on some things, he said. 

In other business, Rockwell spoke with Jim 
Arne about the Point Road Path, noting that the bidding 
threshold is $50,000. He said procurement would be easier 
for MOSAC if the projects can be split up at less than 
$50,000. He hopes Town Administrator Geoff Gorman and 
Select Board Chairman Randy Parker can visit the site. 

MOSAC’s forestry plan has been completed, 
and all associated paperwork has been sent to the town 
accountant’s office. 

The commission entered Executive Session to 
discuss a potential land acquisition. 

MOSAC did not announce the date of its next 
meeting upon adjournment. 


Green Communities Withdrawal to 


Remain on Warrant

Residents and town officials crowded the 
Rochester senior center Monday to hear input on 
whether to withdraw from the Commonwealth’s 
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Attendees ended up with only one clear 
conclusion. Until more information on comparative 
construction costs is available, the town might want to 
delay the vote to leave the program that will take the 
form of two articles on the May 22 Annual Town Meeting 
watrant. 

Green Communities Southeast Coordinator 
Lisa Sullivan spoke of the benefits of being a Green 
Community. The town, she said, has received $425,505 
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in grants since its December 2019 designation as a Green 
Community. This money has funded energy-efficiency 
projects such as LED lighting and envelope improvements 
in the town’s municipal buildings. 

To qualify for the Green Communities 
designation, the town must create a plan to reduce energy 
consumption by 20 percent within 20 years and adopt a 
fuel-efficiency, vehicle-purchase policy. 

Senior Advisor Paul Raymer spoke in favor of 
the Stretch building code that the town must follow more 
strictly as a Green Community. He noted the code requires 
Home Energy Rating Scores (verifiers) that will test the 
energy efficiency of structures before improvements are 
recommended, and the state pays for that step. 

Raymer’s main message: Stricter building codes 
that increase energy efficiency and lower fossil-fuel 
energy consumption are worth the cost and effort. 

Attendees were not convinced, pointing out that 
the code mandates more expensive building materials, 
and electric vehicles are more expensive to dispose of at 
the end of their lives. 

Select Board Chairman Woody Hartley clarified 
that because the town wants to rescind its Green 
Communities status, residents need to better understand 
how the different levels of Stretch code might make 
construction costs go up. 

“Especially when we are facing a $15,000,000 
building program,” he said, referring to the town’s 
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current plan to build a new fire station and construct an 
addition to the police station. 

Raymer’s other message was that there are too 
many variables involved to immediately determine the 
increase that Green Communities’ Stretch code would 
pose on the construction costs of the public-safety project. 

A resident asked Hartley if, without solid 
answers to financial impact, it might be premature to 
decide on rescinding the town’s Green Communities 
status next month on Town Meeting floor. Hartley agreed 
the vote could be delayed if that is what the town wants. 

Sullivan noted that Rochester is the only Green 
Communities municipality in the state looking to 
withdraw. She said it is too early in the planning process 
to know how much the town project's costs will rise 
under Green Communities status. 

Planning Board and Public Safety Building 
Feasibility Study Committee Chairman Arnold Johnson 
rose from his chair to dispute that claim. 

“We have a good game plan right now,” said 
Johnson, elaborating to say the (public-safety-facilities) 
plan is already looking more expensive because of these 
Green Stretch codes and that the town should withdraw 


from its participation in the Green Communities program. 


Johnson said the building installation will have to 
be stronger and thus more expensive. The new sallyport 
bays in the police station addition will require electric- 
vehicle charging stations. Triple-pane windows will be 
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required, whereas double-pane windows would have 
been installed instead. 

“It all adds up,” Johnson said. “These are not 
imaginary plans. The costs will only get higher. A tighter 
building means higher electric bills. It makes no sense. 
You've got to balance it out. If you’re looking at a pay 
back/better energy-efficiency period of five years, it’s not 
worth it. We have to be very careful. We have a limited 
commercial base in this town.” 

Rochester Facilities Manager Andrew Daniel 
said his goal on the committee that worked on joining 
Green Communities was to reduce the town’s energy 
consumption and save the town money. He said he is not 
sure both goals have been realized. “I just know that this 
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will have a ton of impacts on us,” he said. 

After the discussion ended, Hartley 
acknowledged that the articles to withdraw from Green 
Communities will remain on the May 22 Annual Town 
Meeting warrant. One article is a citizens’ petition to 
withdraw; the other is an action by the Select Board to 
recommend the same.

An Open Letter to Jordan C. Collyer, Jodi Lynn Bauer and 
R. Tyler Macallister: 

Iam communicating with you using an open 
letter because none of you has responded to the letter 
I mailed to you on March 13 or even acknowledged 
receiving it. Nor have you or anyone at Town Hall acting 
on your behalf responded to the voicemail I left yesterday. 
I do not think this is the right way to deal with a Town 
resident you were elected to serve. 

Ihave lived here since November 2020, when 
I retired and bought a house with my partner. We are 
year-round residents and are very happy to be here. But 
Ihave a serious concern. I have owned four other houses 
in my lifetime and have never seen property tax increases 
as substantial as the ones we have experienced since we 
bought our house. 

In the past year, our property taxes increased 
by 19.6%. This followed a 10% increase the year before, 
meaning that in the two-plus years since we purchased 
our home, our property taxes have increased by almost 
30%. I have reviewed the tax records of other houses on 
our street and am aware that they all have experienced 
similar increases in property taxes. I was advised by 
the Tax Assessor’s office that this is consistent with tax 
increases levied on properties throughout the Town over 
the past two years. 

I am aware of no civic emergency or need for 
public spending since we bought our home that would 
have required property tax increases like this. I recall 
attending a Town Meeting in 2021 at which the principal 
topic of discussion was how to spend approximately $2 
million in surplus tax revenues the Town had collected. 
Votes were taken approving the purchase of a new fire 
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truck and police vehicle, among other things. There was 
no discussion of returning the surplus tax dollars to the 
people from whom the Town had collected them, which, 
of course, is what the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
did recently with its surplus tax revenue. 

After we received our new property tax bill, 

I asked the Tax Assessor’s office to explain the 2023 
increase. I was told that the tax rate had not changed but 
that there had been a substantial increase in the value of 
real estate within the Town and that when the existing 
rate was applied to the new property values, taxes would 
necessarily rise as well. 

The Town chooses how much to tax its real 

property owners. It seems to me the choice should be 
based solely on what the Town needs to fund the activities 
of government. I have no problem with the concept 
of taxation, and am more than willing to pay my fair 
share. But at a time of surplus — and with no particular 
need of which I am aware for a large infusion of new 
revenue — I find it disturbing that the Town has seen fit 
to ask its homeowners for all this extra money. Indeed, 
I understand that at the Town Meeting next month, the 
Town will propose an increase in its operating budget 
of only 2.9%. What, then, is the need for all the cash the 
Town is collecting from all of us?

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society

For any adventure seeking young man growing 
up in the 1800’s in Rochester, the idea of crewing on 
a whaling bark was enticing. Over the years, many a 
Rochester resident of a certain age went off to try his luck 
at sea. In the files at the Museum, there are many articles 
donated by area residents. One of these is a lengthy 
interview of 74 year old Frank Rounseville. In this article, 
he reminisces about his four years as part of the crew on 
the maiden voyage of the Wanderer. 

Frank was eighteen when he left school and made 
the decision to sign on to the crew of a whaler. His parents 
weren’t happy with that career plan, but since his father 
had done the same thing at about the same age, there 
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wasn’t much they could say. At the Museum, we have 
copies of the letters his mother, Roxanna Rounseville 
wrote to him while he was at sea. The letters are also 
reprinted in Rochester Journal #4 which is on sale at the 
Museum. 

When Frank signed on to crew under Capt. 
Andrew Heyer, he had a good idea of what to expect. 
His father’s stories of his whaling days let him know as 
he said that “the cap’n didn’t give you pies whenever 
you wanted them.” The Wanderer was a new ship built 
in Mattapoisett in 1878 and began a four year voyage 
from Mattapoisett Harbor on June 4 of that year. They 
headed out with a crew of 32 and stopped at Fayal in the 
Azores to pick up the captain’s young wife. They then 
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headed south of the equator and for the four years at sea, 
Rounseville said that he never saw the North Star until 
they crossed the line on their way home. 

For the most part the Wanderer was a fortunate 
vessel. Just one month into the voyage, on July 4, they 
took in 100 barrels of oil. Early on, Seaman Rounseville 
watched the chase after whales from the mother ship, 
but before long he was assigned to First Mate Charles W. 
Barker’s boat. He must have acquitted himself admirably 
for after two years before the mast, he was promoted 
to boat steerer. He downplayed the promotion because 
he said, “Boat steerer’s the man who gets blamed for 
everything.” He did allow that he got “better fare at table 
and less duty at the wheel and less standing lookout.” 

The luck of the Wanderer held for the journey 
with no fatalities among the crew and good luck at filling 
the ship’s hold with oil. Sadly, in the third year that luck 
did not extend to the Captain, whose wife died, leaving 
him with an infant daughter. He left the ship and turned 
over command to Capt. John S. Layton. 

Rounseville describes both exciting chases after 
whales and daily chores. One job was to climb into the 
“case”, the reservoir in the head of a sperm whale in order 
to bail out the oil. All it took was a little warming before 
it liquefied enough to remove. He recounted stepping 
barefoot into the whale’s head and using a dipper that 
would hold a gallon and a half of oil. His clothes would 
often reek of whale oil for days. 

There were exciting times. He told of one time 
when the second, third and fourth mates’ boats all 
fastened onto one whale and were towed from sunset 
until sunrise. After being gone for at least 12 hours, they 
returned with the dead whale. 

Rounseville’s four years counted as two voyages 
and in the middle of that time, the ship’s ownership 
changed hands. He was prepared to sign on for another 
voyage, whereas a now experienced man, he would be 
eligible for a larger lay or share of the profits. However, 
when he learned they would be heading to the Arctic, he 
left the sea with $250.00 and souvenirs he had purchased 
in ports like St. Helena and Teneriffe and returned to 
Rochester. There he worked at the family’s sawmill, cut

wood on his 150 acres of woodland and farmed his seven 
acres. 

This article was written in 1935, at a time when 
Frank Rounseville and Joseph Stowell of Fairhaven were 
the only known survivors of the Wanderer’s maiden 
voyage. The picture shows Frank Rounseville with a few 
items from his voyage. He cut the cane out of ivory from 
a 100 barrel whale and carved it during down times at 
sea. The four teeth come from the same whale which he 
helped to catch.

Inside. Starring Willem Dafoe. Directed by Vasilis 
Katsoupis. Running time: 105 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. Now available on streaming home media. 

To the question of which actor we’d most be 
willing to sit with solo through a 105-minute movie, 
Willem Dafoe is as fine an answer as any. The deep- 
dish survival thriller Inside casts Dafoe as Nemo, 
an art thief who gets dropped off by his cohorts via 
helicopter at a deluxe New York penthouse, whose 
owner, a high-end art collector, is away on business. 
Nemo is there to snag three Egon Schiele works; after 
finding two, he tries to skedaddle, but the place’s 
security system locks him in, and his cohorts panic 
and leave him. For the remainder of our time with 
him, Nemo tries to dig, whittle, smash, unbolt, or 
otherwise dismantle his way free, when he’s not 
singing to himself, fixing appetizing meals of raw, 
soggy pasta, spying on a cleaning lady, or starting to 
lose touch with reality. 

We’re not meant to ask why the cops don’t 
show up when the alarm initially goes off. This isn’t 
a beat-the-clock thriller. It’s constructed to force 
Nemo, a failed artist, to confront himself. Thus we 
witness Nemo’s devolution from crisply hyper- 
competent thief to shuffling, walking corpse who 
sings “I’m going to heaven on a hillside” over and 
over, looking like a bundled-up Howard Hughes. 
The script, by Ben Hopkins, based on an idea by 
director Vasilis Katsoupis, works metaphorically but 
draws yawns narratively; a viewer on Reddit opined 
that they were expecting a twist wherein Nemo was 
reduced to a work of performance art to amuse the 
penthouse owner and his buddies, but no such luck. 
The artsy doodles in the margins — the references 
to Schiele and William Blake, as well as the actual 
art (or copies thereof) on display — just feel like 
padding. If Nemo were just a good thief who had no 
particular artistic consciousness, this would be a very 
short movie. 

Which may have been a better deal than 
what we get. Inside is not a bad film, not with Dafoe 


girding his loins and throwing iis henge year-old 
body into the challenge. (As I’ve noted elsewhere, 
Dafoe has practiced ashtanga yoga for decades and 
could most likely run laps around people a quarter 
his age.) It’s conceivable you could enjoy the film just 
on the level of watching Dafoe move around, change 
his posture as Nemo starts losing his bearings, 
grunt and whistle. It’s a full, and fully physical, 
performance, and it deserves to be in a better film. 
To change things up, the filmmakers start tossing in 
dream sequences or hallucinations in which Nemo 
is allowed to interact with a couple of people; this 
almost feels like cheating, though it may have been 
meant as a reprieve from solitude — for us as well as 
for Nemo. (At least Tom Hanks in Cast Away had to 
rely on a gore-painted volleyball for company.) 
Vasilis Katsoupis’ direction is too literal, and 
not poetic enough, to put across the movie’s ambition 
to be an art object itself. Given a reality that lingers 
on mundane problem-solving or physically plausible 
obstacles, we expect the narrative to be more nuts- 
and-bolts than it is; instead it slackens, loses its hold 
along with Nemo. It becomes a statement on how 
Nemo (Latin for “nobody”) is trapped in a world to 
which he doesn’t belong, which he can only consume 
parts of, or destroy other parts of on his way out. So 
basically Nemo is all of us, scooping beautiful fish 
out of an aquarium and eating it raw, or building 
tools while leaving a shambles of his surroundings. It 
begins to try our patience about forty minutes in, and 
it still has about an hour to go. I sighed a lot and was 
reduced to micro-scrutinizing Dafoe’s performance, 
as it became the only point of interest. To revisit the 
question up at the top: yes, we would sit with this 
man solo through a 105-minute movie. But maybe 
not this one. 
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offering an introduction to vernal pools, this year through 
a field trip into the Woodcock Preserve. 

On Saturday, April 15 at 1:00 pm., we'll meet at 
the Tinkhamtown Woodlands parking area on Long Plain 
Road. We’ll then proceed a short distance on the MLT 
Woodcock trail to the vernal pool. Together we will have 
fun learning about vernal pools and exploring a beautiful 
one.
